It was a 
severe, rigid, and unfair statute that declared 
a banker who might be subjected to a run 
which no bank in the world could withstand 
to be guilty of an intent to defraud because 
he received a deposit within thirty days pre- 
ceding the run which compelied his suspen- 
sion. The statute should therefore receive a 
strict construction in favor of the defendants. 
Question of Insolvency. 

Capt. Hill then took up the question of in- 
solvency in this way: 

There are three ways of proving insolvency: 
First, if a merchant, firm, or bank should fail to 
pay debts as they matured, if he or they should 
default in the payment of paper, that would be a 
proof of insolvency ; second, the proof of insol- 
yvency upon which the prosecution is relying,

tion and no property found. If there are three 
ways to prove insolvency in such a case as this, 

where the parties are laid criminally liable, that 
definition should be resorted to which was most 
favorable to defendants. It is manifest from 
the evidence already in that this failure 

arose from a sudden run on the bank. 

The prosecution, without waiting forthe end of 
the litigation, has begun a criminal presecution, 
when for all they know the depositors will get 
every dollar of their money. The statute relat- 
ing to the loss of deposits refers to their ultimate 
loss, while the indictment charges that Matthew 
Tuohey “then and there ” lost his deposit of $50, 

thus limiting the loss to that very day. They 
could have said “subsequently lost,” but they 
did not do it. They do not know whether 
Matthew Tuohey will lose a cent of his money or 
not. It rests with the prosecution ‘to prove that 
the deposit is wholly lost; that there is criminal 
intent on the part of the defendant. 

Capt. Hill quoted from authorities at great 
length, requiring two bours for his argument.

At the close of his argument Attorney Cc. 
W. Brown addressed the court for the prosecu- 
tion, but much more briefly than Capt. Hill.

Every police station in the city had more 
“lodgers” than it could handle early in the 
night, homeless wanderers driven in by the 
bitter’cold.

At Twenty-second 
street there was not an inch of room by 
9 o’clock, and half-frozen individuals were 
sent to the Cottage Grove Avenue Station and 
from there *‘on south.’ It was the same 
story on the North Side, only East Chicago 
avenue filled up by 6:30, and then the weary 
one tramped to West Chicago, only to find 
that its loathsome ‘‘ black hole” was full long 
before he had made application. On the 
West Side, from Desplaines to the Stock- 
Yards, every station was filled. 

At midnight nearly 1,400 unfortunates 
were sheltered from the frigid breezes at the 
following stations.

A threat, made some time ago, that in the 
event of the deposed Queen insisting upon 
her restoration she would be assassinated, is 
again freely made. M. Bornett,a passenger 
from Auckiand, said that he learned froin his 
correspandent in Honoiulu that the feeling in 
favor of annexation is itive and wide- 
spread. It is also stated the marriage of 
Princess Kaiuiani and young Mr. Davis, a son 
of the Princess’ guardian, is among the prob- 
abilities. 

Another officer of the ship says the annex- 
ationists are considerably irritated ut the 
failure of their efforts to secure recognition 
from the United States. This feeling is in- 
tensified by the Queen’s persistent statements 
that the day of her restoration is at hand. In 
fact, the discontent on rt of the annex: 
ationists is so pronounced thatit is believed 
it will culminate shortly in some overt act. 


Willis Has Said Nothing. 


The United Press correspondent at Hono- 
lulu, writing under date of Nov. 16, says: 

As yet Minister Willis has made no intimation 
to this government of any speciai communication 
with which he may be charged. Nor is it known 
that he has any. The city is daily alive with 
strange rumors of the Minister's intentions. 
These are traced to Royalist sources. Three oye 
ago the éx-Queeh made a brief cail upon the 
American Minister merely to pay her respects, as 


Mr. Willis subsequently stated. Up to this time 


Mr. Willis has not returned her visit. On the 
same day a committee of the American League 
tendere.t a reception to Minister Wiliis at which 
he delivered an address in diplomatic, but agree- 
abla and encouraging terms. A phrase implying 
that his action was limited ‘by specific instruc- 
tions was construed by Royalist adherents as 
meaning that he had positive orders to restore 
the Queen, and the yalists appeared on the 
streets in a more boastful and aaapenve mood. 

Admirai Irwin and staff were officially received 
by President Dole Nov. 11. 

Three organizations supporting the govern- 
ment—the Annexation club, the Citizens®Reserve, 
and the American League—have separately pub- 
lished resolutions strongly reiterating a demand 
for the removai from public office of officials who 
are in s poe. gtd With the royaiists and that they 
be repla by men of known loyalty. Additior- 
alforce is aiso lent by a furmal remonstrante to 
the government from officers of the national! guard 
pointing out that in case of. an attack upon the 
seat of government the presence in the buildings 
of officiais who sympathize with the enemy would 
endanger the safety of the trvops and would be 
subversive of moral force and discipline. 
The resolutions further denounce any and all 
propositions looking to a ae ge compromise 
which sbali have for its object or sequence the 
temporary or permanent restoration of we Ha- 
waiian throne and pledging moral and physical 
resistance to all measures or m#n that may en- 
list in such behaif. The ogee | of the minis- 
ters are sons of missionaries and therefore quite 
tender towards the native Hawaiians. They are 
decidediy averse to dismissing such royalists from 
offices so long occupied by them and on which 
they depend for support. Hence the disagree- 
ment with their supporters. 


The. Government Forces Called Togetber. 


On suspicion of an intended rising of the 
Queen's supporters thirty sharpshooters were 
added ta the force at the Executive Building dur- 
ing last night and voiunteer companies were 
notified to be ready foracall. There is no deny- 
ing the fact that the royalists have been in an ex- 
cited state since the arrival of Minister Wil.is. 
Today is the birthday of the late King Kalakaua, 
which adds to the royalist feeling. A brief Auck- 
land telegram that President Cleveland is draft- 
ing a message to Congress in favor of restoring 
the “ Hawaiian monarchy "’ caused consternation 
this morning among the Americans and corre- 
sponding exu:tation among the British and other 
royalists. The former cherish the hope that 
Anferican pub ic opinion will effectually support 
an opposition in the Senate to the President's 
policy. By noon the Americans had generaily 
adopted the opinion that the telegram was a 
blunder and unworthy of credit. 

The Hawaiian Star in an editorial under che 
caption, * Time for a Response,”’ says: 

“lt is now over ten months since the provis- 
ional government of the Hawaiian Islands asked 
the American Government a fair question and 
yet there has been no answer. For nearly a year 
and for no obvious cause the peopie of these 
isiands have been kept in a state of suspense 
which has and is yet detrimentai to business and 
immigration. Even the coming of Minister Wii- 
lis has not thrown any light upon the matter of 
annexation. We submit that this reticent policy 
on the part of the United States has been and is 
unfair and unjust to the government and the 
people and especially to American interests in 
these islands—interests that have a right to look 
to Washington for a ready ear and a heipful hand 
We submit that every day which is allowed to pass 
without the announcement of Mr. Cleveland's 
poiicy is a day which adds to the sense of injury 
under whicb all the people of Hawaii are smart- 
ing. Let us have an end of this business soon. 
That is the common hope of the royalist and an- 
nexationist alike.”

MINNEAPOLIS OLERGYMEN WILL ASK 


THE OOUNOIL TO TAKE AOTION. 


They Are Aroused by His Persistent Re- 
fusal to Close Saloons Sunday—Lively 
War Expected When the Question Comes 
Up Today=—Girl Driven Insane on the 
Witness Stand at Ottumwa by a Severe 
Examination=Two Deaths by Electric 
Current=General Notthwest News. 


Mixwzgapouis, Minn., Nov. 23.—[Special.]— 
For some time past the clergymen of the city 
have been making life a burden to Mayor 
Eustis because of his policy towards the sa- 
loons and especially in allowing them to keep 
their back doors open Sundays. Last week 
there was a joint debate between the Mayor 
and ministers in which thé former declared 
he would not enforce the law providing for 
Sunday closing. This has drawn upon his 
head the wrath of the Sabbatarians and cru- 
saders and now they threaten impeachment 
proceedings to he brought up at tomorrow 
night’s meeting of the Council.

Trains Come Together at. Vincennes, Ind., 
by a Brakeman’s Fault. 


Viscennzs, Ind., Nov. 23.—[Special.}]—In 
the Evansville and Terre Haute yards a bad 
wreck occurred this morning. A north-bound 

train in charge of Conductor Stim- 
son and Engineer Archer crashed into the 
caboose of a freight train which had just 
pulled in, completely wrecking the caboose 
and the engine.

When he arrived at 
the offices of the Casualty company two horns 
of adilemma were presented to him. Mr. 
Nye is Western manager not only for 
the American Casualty company but 
for the Assurance Lloyds of America 
as well, These are separate companies,. one 
doing an accident and the other a fire insur- 
ance business. The New York office of the 
Casualty company is at Williams and Cedar 
streets, while the New York office of the As- 
surance Lloyds is at No. 44 Pine street. The 
two links between the companies gre Beecher, 
Schenk & Co. and James W. Nye. Beecher, 
Schenk & Co. are general agents for both 
companies and attorneys for the Assurance 
Lloyds. Mr. Nye is the Western manager of 
both companies.

The American Casuaity Insurance and Se- 
curity company was organized in 1890, and 
absorbed the American Steam Boiler Ingur- 
ance company, which had been nearly 
wrecked. At an early date it began to spread 
and excited the enmity of its competitors, 
Soon after the Chicago offices were opened the 
two Yerkes ruads were insured, and heavy pre- 
miums were paid for some time, The busi- 
ness finally was thrown up, but not until Mr. 
Yerkes had paid considerable money into the 
hands of the insurance company. It is said 
there are now peading cases which run away 
up into the hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
the liablity of which the insurance company 
has assumed, These, it appears, are fair il- 
lustrations of the experience of railroad com- 
panies with the American Casualty company.

company of Girard confessed judgment to- 
day at.

Hamilton of Girard as receiver to wind up its 
affairs. The company operates coal mines at 
Girard and Chatham. In an accident 
in one of its shafts two years ago a 
number of its employés were seri- 
ously injured. They brought suits for dam- 
ages and recovered judgments aggregating 
$10,000 or $12,000. The company ap- 
peaied to the Appe:iate Court, which recently 
affirmed these judginents, It wae its inten- 
tion to carry the cases to the Supreme Court, 
but this was the last day for taking the 
appeals and the failure of the insurance 
company changed the situation, as the coal 
company insured against such judgments by 
the Casualty company. The stockholders of 
the coal company recently raised among 
themselves $15,000 and advanced it to the 
company,.taking a judgment note. When 
they learned of the failure of the Casualty 
company they became alarmed at the prospect 
of being called on to pay these judgments and 
entered up judgment on their note. The coal 
company is indebted also to Henry Davis of 
Detroit for $25,000 on notes secured by two 
mortgages, which will now be foreclosed, and 
under which a receiver will be appointed.

Manufacturers Consider the Regulation of 
Dating Bills Ahead.’ 

Puriane para, Pa., Nov. 23.—[Special.]— 
The manufacturers of woolen goods and the 
commission agents who supply the trade with 
these goods are talking of adopting an agree- 
ment regulating the system of dating bills 
ahead. It is asserted that not since the war 
has such a time allowance been made on these 
goods as at present. Shipments are being 
made on a credit of four months from March 
1, 1894. The business-men of the West and 
South have been communicated with and their 
ideas secured. They mostly oppose it. A 
meeting was held in New York City Monday of 
commission agents and woolen manufacturers 
but no decided action was taken. In can- 

ing the trade here Nathan Folwell of Fol- 
well Bros. & Co., while heartily in favor of a 
reform in the present credit system, said that 


|. he thought it would be almost impossible to 


do anything. Mr. Attemus of Coffin, Atte- 
mus & Co. voiced the same sentiments and 
cited numerous instances where faith had 
been broken. He said that while agreements 
of that nature benefited the trade, even 
though occasionally violated, past experience 
had taught him a lesson and he would sign 
no more agreements. A representative of 
Lewis Bros. took the ground that the situa- 
tion was governed by the condition of the 
market. If orders were plentiful and goods 
scarce manufacturer was ina position to 
dictate terms to the buyer, If, however, the 
condition of things was ‘reversed the buyer 
could dictate his terms.

PROPERTY STILL TO BE HELD IN TRUST. 


Isaac F. Crosby Defeated in a Suit for the 
Delivery of an Estate. 

An important decision in the suit over the 
will of Isaac Crosby was delivered by Judge 
Tuley yesterday. It decided the present 
and future ownership of about half of the es- 
tate left in trust with Samuel M. Nickerson 
for the benefit of the heirs. Samuel M. 
Nickerson was made defendant in the suit, 
which was brought by Isaac F. Crosby, 
son of the testator. The opinion of the court 
is that Isaac F. Crosby is entitled to absolute 
ownership and control of the property when 
it is held in trust for his benefit alone. This 
will be in April next. Isaac Crosby 
died in 1883, leaving a widow, a 
son, Isaac F. Crosby, and a daughter, 
Mrs. Samuel M. Nickerson. Mr. Crosb 
bequeathed all his property to Samuel M. 
Nickerson in trust. - After Mrs. Crosby’s 
death Mrs. Nickerson was to be given half 
the estate and the other half was to be held 
by the trustee for the benefit of Isaac F’, Cros- 
by, conditionally. Monthly allowances were 
to be given the wife and daughter of Isaac F. 
Crosby, to cease when the latter ‘shall sup- 

rt his family to their satisfaction.” 

he testator’s widow died in October, 
1892. In 1884 Isaac F. Crosby com- 
menced suit for divorce, A decree was 

ranted on the ground of desertion. 
Preaes Nickerson has continued to hold 
half of the property in trust for Isaac F. 
Crosby. Crosby therefore commenced suit, 
asking the court to order the trustee to deliv- 
er to him all the property. His daughter, 
Nettie Crosby, does not reach 21 years until 
next April, and under the decisiou of the 
court Isaac cannot secure title to the property 
until then.

(CLAIM NEW EVIDENCE. 


PROSECUTION IN OOUGHLIN TRIAL 
PROMISE A SENSATION. 


Discovery of a Grave Which It Is Said 
Was Bug to Receive the Trunk Con- 
tain Cronin’s Remains=—Mysterious 
Saloonkeeper and Sometimes Traveling 
Man Not Previously Connected with 
the Case Being Looked After by the 
Police=Naming Him Affects Coughlin. 


Something of a sensation was created in 
court yesterday in the Coughlin trial among 
the friends of the defense by the sudden men- 
tion of a name not previously known to the 
public in connection with the Cronin murder, 
While a venireman was under examination 
by the State’s Attorney Mr. Bottum ques- 
tioned him closely as to his possible acquaint- 
ance with some of the men whose names have 
become notorious as participants in the crime 
or members of Camp 20. Among the ndmes 
mentioned was that of Cunnea. The venire- 
man appeared to know nothing of him, but 
by the change in Dan Coughlin’s face it was 
instantly evident that Cunriea was known to 
him at least. Others who were present and 
whose leanings are well understood also 
looked startled. The name of Cunnea is 
familiar to Dr. Cronin’s friends and more will 
be heard of him during the coming trial. 
Up to the present all attempts to locate him 
have been unsuccessful, and the reason for 
keeping his name from the public was to give 
the authorities a chance to capture him. 
Cunnea was at one time a saloonkeeper in 
Chicago and at other times a commercial trav- 
eler, with headquarters in Chicago. His 
movements since 1889 are not definitely 
known. 

The jury was not secured yesterday. The 
defense was not willing to accept any venire- 
man the State decided upon yesterday, and 
the State held the same feeling towards the de- 
fense. The process throughout the day con- 
sisted of the changing of asolitary venireman 
from one side to the other, in each casea 
challenge following. The defense yesterday 
used two peremptory challenges on George 
Bonn, a blast furnace hand; and on Albert 
Held, an iron molder. The State exercised 
this right on William Fretz, a paperhanger. 
Fretz was well acquainted with Clan-na- 
Gael members, his landlord, McCourt, being 
known asa member of Camp 20. Peremptory 
challenges now stand, eighteen for the de- 
fense and sixteen ‘for the State. The limit 
will probably be reached today and a twelfth 
juror will then be speedily secured. The ad- 
journment of court cut short the examination 
of M. E. Randall of No. 632 North Western 
avenue by the defense. 


Discovery of a Grave. 


A story to the effect that the police had dis- 
covered a grave which. had been dug to re- 
ceive Dr. Cronin’s remains after the murder 
was made public yesterday. The story is that 
one Way in April, 1889, a farmer living in the 
then northern part of Lake View saw two 
men and a woman stop ata lonely spot near 
Western and Graceland avenues and one of 
the men disappear in the woods with a shovel. 
The other two occupants of the buggy drove 
away, but returned shortly, when the man 
emerged from the woods and was driven 
away. The farmer searched the woods and 
found a hole dug just big enough to admit 
such a trunk as that in which the murdered 
doctor’s body was carried away. The police, 
hearing of the fact, gained fram the farmer a 
description of the man who entered the woods 
tallying with that of Cooney, *‘ The Fo..”’ 
The descriptidn of the other man does not de- 
scribe Coughlin, and there the link is broken. 
A few weeks ago, however, the farmer saw on 
Clark street a woman whom he recognized as 
the one he saw with the men that day in 
April. She was identified by another 
man w was with the farmer as a 
woman frequently mentioned in the case. 
The police are reticent about the identity of 
this woman, but it is said that she is Mrs. 
Whalen, with whom Patrick O'Sullivan 
boarded. The discovery of the hole supposed 
to have been intended to receive the trunk is 
given by some asan explanation why the man 
who took the trunk from the Carlson cottage 
drove by sucha devious route to the point 
where the trunk was found near Elston road. 
The theory is that the conspirators started to 
place the body in the prepared grave but lost 
their-way. Capt. Schuettler said yesterday 
that he believed the story had no bearing on

Interest in New Evidence. 


The fact that the impanelment of the jury 
is now almost completed naturally revives 
the interest of the public in the famous case. 
As a consequence the rumors concerning the 
new evidence to be presented by the State’s- 
Attorney are growing more and more sensg- 
tional. At the same time little of real im- 
portance to the case has yet been published, 
and thus far those who might be supposed 
to know most have said least about the new 
facts to be disclosed. A man who is well 
known to be one of Dr. Cronin’s friends said 
last night that no less than four items of 
fresh evidence of vital importance will be 
presented. Of these four two have been dis- 
closed, but their ful! significance will not be 
appreciated until their connection with other 
and still more important evidence has been 
made apparent. 

**Whint is the general effect of the new evi- 
dence?”’ he was asked. 

‘*It will strengthen the proof that a murder 
conspiracy existed, and it will implicate more 
members of that conspiracy. It will also 
strengthen the direct case against Coughlin.” 

“Is it true that the conspiratorsdug a grave 
in Lake View before the murder of Dr. Cro- 
nin?’ 

** Yes; the evidence to that effect is straight. 
But the identification of the men who were in 
the buggy with the woman is incomplete. 
The man who dug the hole seems to have been 
Cooney the Fox, but whether the other man 
was a party tothe murder plot is uncertain. 
The worse members of the gang used some of 
the others as dupes, and the second man on 
this occasion may have been only partly ad- 
mitted into the secret of the journey.”’ 


Evidence on Conspiracy. 


“As to conspiracy, has not the decision of 
the Supreme Court ruled out all evidence on 
that point?’’ 

* “By no means. The evidence as to a con- 
spiracy of members of the Clan-na-Gael to 
murder Dr. Cronin is admissible. The Su- 
preme Court has only ruled that no proof of 
u conspiracy within Camp 20 was afforded. 
Asa matter of fact the conspiracy did not in- 
clude all the ntembers of Camp 2Q, for many 
of them were friends of Cronin; but it in- 
cluded many who did not belong to Camp 20. 
All the old evidence on the general subject of 
the conspiracy to murder is still available, 
and, as I have already said, a great part of 
the new evidence will bear on the same

** None of the living witnesses of any im- 
portance have disappeared.

YERKES’ GAS MOTORS TO BE SUPPRESSED. 


Corporation Counsel Kraus Instructs the 
Police to Stop Their Use, 


Gas motors on the North Side were as busy 
tugging at Mr. Yerkes’ Sheffield avenue cars 
last night as before Corporation Counsel 
Kraus rendered his opinion that none but the 
Belgian pattern machines could be used under 
the injunction obtained by the North Chicago 
street railroad company some time ago. The 
opinion sent to the Chief of Police is as fol- 


lows: 

Complaint has been made by numerous citi- 
zens against the use by the North Chicago Street 
railroad company of certein motors, and some 
time ago you asked my onreses asto what: your 
duty is in the premises, ring the last admin- 
istration the street car company obtained an in- 
junction restraining the city from in any way in- 
terfering with the use of the motors known as the 
Belgian pattern then used by the said company 
on certain streets in the North Division of the 
city. We have tried to get the case to a h 
in order to have the injuaction, dissolved, 
case is now on hearing before his Honor Ju 
Connell. Counsel for the street car company now 
claims in court that the motors which they now 
use and have been using for months past are not 
what are known as the Belgian pattern ; that 
they do not use the Belgian pattern any more 
me | that as the city was enjoined from interfer- 
ing with them only in the use of the: Belgian 
motor there is nothing for the court to try. The 
city is willing to take the word of the able coun- 
sel of the street railroad company that the motors 
which are now used are not of the Belgian pat- 
tern and therefore there is no injunction restrain- 
ing the city from interfering with the motor 
which they do use, and as they have no authority 
of any kind by ordinance or otherwise to use the 
motors which they now operate it will be your 
duty to at once stop the company from the use of 
said motors upon any of the streets in the City of 
Chicago. 

Capt. Schuettler, acting under orders of 
the Chief of Police, notitied Supt. Helm last 
night if the company persisted in running the 
motors this morning he would arrest the en- 
gineer in charge of the machines. 

Supt. Helm charge of the Lincoln ave- 
nue terminal barns. He said last night he 
had no orders to stop the motors, and would 
continue to run them unless otherwise _in- 
structed. Ifthe motorsdo start the police 
will stop them. 

Since the Racine avenue barn fire, in which 
twelve motors were destroyed, the machines 
are used on the Sheffield avenue line only. 
Horses are being used on the other lines, 
When the motors are stopped many North 
Siders who live along the line where the noisy 
machines are running wiil be happy. Hereto- 
fore they have done everythiug they could to 
get rid of them but without avail.

TALKS OF THE HAULAGE OF HORSES. 


T. H. Brigg of London Talks Entertain- 
ingly to Chicago Teamsters. 

At Bricklayers’ Hall last night T. H. Brigg 
lectured to an audience largely made up 
of teamsters on the haulage of horses. Mr. 
Brigg is an English civil engineer and 
in July last read a paper on the 
same subject at the Congress of Mechanical 
Engineers at the Art Institute. He was in- 
troduced last night by John G. Shortall, 
President of the Humane Society. 

Mr. Brigg said in 4,000 years little im- 
provement had taken place in the at- 
taching of horses to their loads and 
the results attained by haulage. 
Then he Jaid down the proposition that a 
horse did many times more work in carrying 
his owa weight than if he were harnessed to 
aload. Bya series of simple experiments 
he showed that a horse bearing down on his 
muscles in standing used an effort, from 
which he was relieved, to an extent, if hitched 
toa wagon. Ifthe shafts of a wagon were 
equipped with an automatic spring the horse 
was further relieved of his weight and en- 
abled to use so much more of his strength in 
pulling his load. A wagon fitted with auto. 
matic spring shafts was used to illustrate this, 

Pictures were throw. on.a screen by a 
stereopticon showing a horse endeavoring 
vainly to draw 2,000 pounds up a grade. The 
following pictures showed that if 200 pounds 
were placed gn the horse’s back he was able 
to draw the load with ease. Experiments, 
of which the pictures were the evidence, had 
been made in London, the lecturer said. The 
application was made clear to those present 
that a horse needed to have its weight in- 
creased to haul a load up a hill. The lecturer, 
to further illustrate t point, took a boy 
on his back and then pulled about 
the stage a heavy man who pre- 
viously easily pom him forwards by pull- 
a rope held by Mr. Brigg. 

nteresting figures were given relative to 
a horses’ pulling power on ice and 
the increase in the percussion on 
his -feet made by extra weight 
of harness. The latter, the speaker said, meant 
that two extra pounds of percussion followed 
each extra pound of harness. The blows de- 
livered on a horse’s feet in traveling on the 
stony pavements were equal to the result that 
would be pfoduced if the animal were liuaid 
on his back and his hoofs pounded by four 
strong men, 

John G. Shortall at the close of the lecture 
urged the teamsters, who had listened with 
close attention, to take the lesson home, say- 
ing if they could by a better knowledge 
add two years to the life of a horse and in- 
crease his a ortega it meant more 
money for them and their employers. | 


WILL BRING DOWN THE PRICE OF COAL. 


J. W. Ellsworth’s Automatic Mining Ma- 
chinery to Benefit Consumers. 

James W. Ellsworth promises to revolution- 
ize the coal-mining business and. bring down 
the prices materially in less than two years. 
The new scheme in mining is the application 
of automatic machinery and compressed air. 
Mr. Elisworth was the first to try electricity 
in mining, but he has abandoned that for air 
pressure, The plans are not ready for the 
public, but Mr. Elisworth says the 
work is five times as rapid as former 
methods, and one man outside the mines 
is able todo the work of eight men under 
common conditions. The machinery cuts its 
way into the coal a certain distance, a blast 
follows, the coal is loaded into mine cars, 
which are automatically attached to an end- 
less rope, and is handled by machinery until 
emptied in the coal cars. The vein of coal 
in the West Virginia omey of the com- 
pany, Mr. Ellsworth says, is thirty feet deep. 
This is of several different varieties, including 
coke coal and other valuable varieties. 
The machines to be used in the mines have 
demonstrated their ability to handle 5,000 
tons of coal a day, Mr. Elisworth says.

Ir appears that the alleged ‘* Guarantee In- 
vestment”’ concern, which was brought up 
with a round turn this week in the United 
States Court, has received in the last two 
years more than half a million dollars from 
confidirfg ‘investors’ and paid out some 40 
per cent of the amount. That is worse than 
the out-and-out lottery business, which is un- 
derstood to pay in prizes 50 per cent of the 
money received from the sale of tickets and 
keep the other half to pay expeuses ana prof- 
its. Nosensible man would pay a dollar for 
a lottery ticket in the hope of making a profit 
by getting a prize awarded to him by Dame 
Fortune out of a fund which averages only 50 
cents for each dollar’s wortn of tickets sold. 
But the man doing this would be wise as com- 
pared with the one who buys a “‘ bond” from 
a set of fellows who pay only 40 cents on the 
dollar, and give no “ guarantee’”’ in the shape 
of a public drawing that the ‘*‘ bonds’’ said to 
be redeemed are not held by themselves or 
coufederates who share the money with them. 
The scheme offers such unlimited facilities for 
swindling on a gigantic scale, and such an en- 
tire absence of check on scoundrelism of 
the deepest dye in the distribution of the cash 
that one would think no man with a grain of 
sense would risk his money in it. But as ex- 
perience shows there are plenty of semi- 
idiots in the world who can be coaxed into 
doing that very thing it is the duty of the 
courts to step in and save them from the con- 
sequences of their own folly. The honest 
portion of the community owes a debt of 
gratitude to Judge Grosscup for having char- 
acterized the enormity in fitting terms. 


THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 

The public is waiting in great suspense of 
mind to learn what Minister Willis of Hawaii 
has been instructed to do, and the arrival of 
the steamer Alameda throws no light upon the 
situation. Up to Nov. 16 affairs remained 
unchanged and Minister Willis himself said 
nothing would be done until he heard from 
Washington after the Alameda left. The vital 
question which interests the American people 
is this: Is he authorized to use a demonstra- 
tion of military force to overthrow the exist- 
ing government of the Sandwich Islands and 
reinstate the deposed monarchy in defiance of 
the will of President Dole’s government? If 
the American Minister has thus been instruct- 
ed to act, where did his master, Cleveland, 
find the lawful authority to authorize him to 
exercise such war powers? Conceding, for 
the sake of argument, that Blount’s allega- 
tions are substantially true, though colored 
by prejudice and a malicious purpose to 
smirch Harrison’s administration, that the 
provisional government did expect to, be 
promptly recognizea by Minister Stevens, 
that the latter did promise to protect Ameri- 
can interests and prevent destruction of life 
or property of American citizens in case of 
resistance to its inauguration, that a force of 
marines did land from the warship Boston 
and a part of them were posted the night 
after the peaceful revolution at the American 
consulate and legation and the remainder oc- 
cupied the Arion Hall by consent of the 
owner, that no demonstration was made by 
the marines against anybody and no shot was 
fired by them, and that next day the Queen 
handed in her resignation and stepped down 
and out—admitting the correctness of all 
these allegations, do they justify the Presi- 
dent in interfering with the existing estab- 
lished recognized govérnment? That is the 
real point and gist of the whole question now 
at issue. 

The Queen abdicated ten months ago upon 
the advice of her ministers and paramour and 
made no effort to retain her throne or to re- 
sist the induction of the provisional govern- 
ment. Minister Stevens never promised that 
the marines should use force to help overthrow 
the debased monarchy, but onlytto protect 
American citizens and their property in case 
of necessity. That is the most Blount’s report 
tends toshow. The American Government 
has recognized the provisional government of 
Hawaii all this time and maintained friendly 
diplomatic relations therewith, and the pro- 
visional government since Jan. 16, 1893, has 
continued in complete and peaceable posses- 
sion of all the departments of acininistration 
of the Hawaiian Islands. After Minister 
Stevens retired and Blount became Minister 
he recognized immediately the provisional 
as the existing and reguiar government, and a 
few duys ago the new Minister, Willis. pre- 
sented his credentials to President Dole of 
that government and entered into friendiy 
diplomatic relations with him. Blount, when 
he became Minister some seven months ago, 
says that he ordered the removal of the Amer- 
ican flag from the Government Building in 
Honolulu and the return of the American 
troops to the war vessels, and that he left the 
provisiona! government to its own strength 
and resources to run the government of the 
islands. He also says that after thus with- 


complished without any demonstrations of 
joy or grief on the part of the people, showing 
they were not dissatisfied with the provisional 
government and felt they could get along 
without the protection or patronage of Blount 
or Cleveland. From that day to this those 
islands have enjoyed a stable, quiét govern- 
ment. Publicaffairs have been conducted 
excellently, taxes have been paid promptly 
without coercion or stress warrants. The 
large floatmg debt has been liquidated, the 
public credit has been improved, dife and 
property have been made safe from assault 
and depredation, justice has been adminis- 
tered fairly and equitably, and all classes, 
native, European, Asiatic, and American, 
have enjoyed equal protection and rights of 
justice before the law. That has been the 
condition of things ever since the cardboard 
government of the dusky tyrant toppled over 
like a child’s toy house, and stability, peace, 
safety, and prosperity have existed there from 
that date until the sailing of the Alameda: 
Now comes the serious question, Why does 
President Cleveland interfere with or molest 
that existing government of Hawaii? Why 
should he desire to overthrow this capable, free 
government, already recognized by this coun- 
try and all great powers, and replace it by an 
odious, rotten monarchy? Where did he get or 
find his constitutional authority for using the 
forces of the United States to replace the ab- 
dicated dusky female and by a demonstation 
of force destroy the existing capable, law and 
order government? These questions are asked 
on the hypothesis that Minister Willis, who 
has recognized the provisional government, 
carries with him authority to employ United 
States force to overthrow the existing govern- .

JACK THE SLASHER. 

Certain sections of London were terrorized 
for a time by Jack the Ripper. All Washing- 
ton is thrown into spasms now by the mis- 
deeds of Jack the Slasher, who is a fiend, but 
@ malicious rather than a malignant one, His 
method of working is to enter a house, not to 
steal, but to destroy its contents. It ia not 
known that he has stolen a single article, but 
he.cuts up carpets and curtains. He takes 
wearing apparel and table linen and cuts it 
into shreds, He mutilates furniture. He 
takes all the provisions out of the pantry, 
mixes them up in one indistinguishable mess 
on the floor, and then pours some kerosene 
oil on them to make them uneatable. 

These acts are not confined to any one part 
of the city or to one class of persons. The 
Slasher will be at work in an eristocratic 
district one night and in a poor one the next. 
He has no hostility to any particular class

There are in this world persons who are 
known as “ funeral sharks,”’ They go to the 
burial of a person who whilealive did not 
know them, and often preferred not to do so.

Some “‘ peart’’ Missourians living at Wash- 
ington are engaged in a somewhat similar 
kind of business now. This State bought a 
bronze statue of Gen, James Shields to be 


ington. The unveiling, accompanied with cer. 
tain formal ceremonies, is to take place early 
next month. These Missourians are trying to 
steal those ceremonies and to be the prominent 
figures at the dedication of a monument 
which Illinois has paid for. ‘They have organ- 
ized committees on arrangements, banquet, 
invitation,ete. They have ‘‘ jumped ” the IIli- 
nois claim, and iatend to get all the credit 
there is out of the Shields statue. 

The [llinoisans must not let these “ funeral 
sharks” get the better of them and steal the 
thunder of their State. Not merely was this 
statue paid for by lllinois, but this is the State 
with which Shields is identified: He came to 
it in 1832, and did not leave it, except to go 
to the Mexican War to command Iilinois 
troops, for twenty-three years. He held State 
and judicial offices here and was twice sent to 
the United States Senate, though it was held 
on the first occasion that he was ineligitile 
and he did not serve. 

After leaving Illinois he went to Minnesota 
and was sent to the Senate from that State 
for two years. At the close of the rebellion 
he went to Missouri, and while there was se- 
lected to fill out the remaining six weeks of a 
Senatorship made vacant by death. That 
was whut Missouri did for him. That State 
did not think enough of him to give him a 
statue. Illinois did, and now the Missourians 
propose to step in and steal all the credit. 

That must not be allowed. Missourians 
and Minnesotians must take back seats on 
this occasion. This is exclusively an Illinois 
funeral. These voldhnteer mourners from 
Missouri who are so willing to show their 
affection for Shields: at the expense of some 
one else should buy their own statues of their 
own prominent men and have their own cele- 
brations. 


NEW ORLEANS AND MOBILE. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat publishes 
reports of interviews with fruit merchunts and 
shippers and with representatives of transpor- 
tation lines in regard to the port charges that 
are exacted from fruit shippers at that point. 
It declares that they are excessive, especially 
ascompared with those at Mobile, which is 
looming up as a formidable competitor with 
New Orleans in the fruit trade; and it proves 
the allegation. It prints the followimg table 
of charges at the two points as furnished by 
parties iu the trade and the accuracy of which 
is not disputed: 


Character of expense. 
Wharfage, per ton 
Quarantine during season 
Quarantine not in season ....... 
Coal, per ton 
Discharging. per bunch. 
Harbormaster 


The differendes are big ones, too big to * 
compensated by superior enterprise on the 
part of those who are so heavily discriminated 
against. Exemplifying by reference to a 
cargo of 12,000 bunches of bananas, the 
same being about 500 tona, the charges would 
be as follows: Wharf dues at New Orleans, 
$100, at Mobile nothing; discharging, $360 
and $240; pilotage, $37.50 and nothing; 
quarantine, $25 and $15. Neglecting other 
items the sum of these is $521 
and $255, or a difference of 58 cents 
per ton ‘in favor of the latter port, 
besides which there is a saving of twelve hours 
in the time of shipment from Mobile to the 
important port of Chicago, which is the great 
distributing point for the Northern States 
away from the seaboard, Of course the last

Of these thirteen, or 26 
pér cent, with nearly one-third of the total 
of savings bank liabilities, have resumed 
business. There is some reason to think 
most of the thirty-six which have not yet re- 
opened their doors will be able io resume 
ultimately, inasmuch as their total of $12,- 
719,336 of liabilities is nearly equaled by 
their assets. Only thirteen loan and trust 
companies suspended in the ten months, but 
against their liabilities of $22,853,000 there 
was only $14,337,500 of assets, whereas all 
other groups of suspended banks present 
aggregate assets equal to or greater than the 
liabilities. This relatively unfavorable record 
is borne out by the fact that only two of the 
thirteen suspended loan and trust companies 
have resumed business, while the eleven that 
are still closed owe $21,138,000, with assets 
of but $12,487,500. The storm center with 
respect to this class of institutions was in 
Nebraska, Iowa, and Minnesota. 


PROPOSED SILVER LEGISLATION, 

“The silver men are going to insist on the 
supplemental legislation which was promised 
them when the Sherman bill was out of the 
way.’ That piece of news comes from Washb- 
ington, but surely there must be some mis- 
take about it. The free silver Senators in- 
dignantly repudiated the suggestion of supple- 
mental measures, and declared they would 
not make way for such measures. They re- 
sisted to the bitter end the simple proposition 
by the President to repeal the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act of July 14, 1890. 
They have no right now to ask for the sup- 
pleinental measures which they allege were 
promised on condition they would vote for 
the repeal. They did not earn the pay. But 
itis open to question if they had any such 
promise from headquarters. It was reported 
time and again that President Oleveland 
would not consent to any pledges to do this, 
that, or the other thing if the silver extrem- 
ists would yield. 

On the other hand the message in which 
the President called the extra session con- 
tained the request that Congress would 
promptly repeal the provision authorizing the 
purchase of silver Sullion, and recommended 
“that other legislative action may put 
beyond all doubt or mistake the intention 
and the ability of the government to fulfill 
its pecuniary obligations in money universally 
recognized by. all civilized countries.” It 
did not promise to introduce any such sup- 
plemental legislation, but the language quoted 
cannot be understood other than to mean 
that the further legislation desired is not to 
be a sop to the silver extremists. If any- 
thing it would be to furnish pledges addi- 
tional to those given by the repeal, that the 
Government of the United States utterly 
repudiates the free silver heresy, and intends 
to maintain the gold standard of values. 

It seems that thie attitude of the free silver 
men is to be a vexatious one in the future as 
it has been in the past. They do not expect 
to get free coinage legislation during this ad- 
ministration, but they propose to introduce 
one or more bills to provide for that, and will 
fight for them as far as permitted, the object 
being to keep the matter gefore the country 
in the hope that the elections of next year and 
1896 will enable them to carry the point. If 


this be their position it would be the height of* 


folly to concede anything to them now. It 
would only give them a stronger foothold 
from which to attack the fnends of honest 


money and the full payment of

esty and permission to cheat under cover of 
law. So the friends of the administration 
should leave it to the silver men themselves 
to introduce measures in favor of their favor- 
ite metal. There will be enough of such 
measures from that source without any neces- 
sity for the introduction of silver bills by 
those who desire to see the currency unit and 
the credit of the country kept at par. 


Tx South Park Commissioners say they will 
take the W orld’s Fair buildings off the directors’ 
hands and call everything square if they are 
given $450,000. This is bluffing. The cost 
of the work of a permanent nature done in the 
park is decidedly in excess of half a million 
doliars. How much damage may have been 
done at the north end is not stated, but much 
less than half a million would make it good. 
The raising of the Illinois Central tracks was 
an improvement which the Park Commission- 
ers cannot disregard, If the buildings were 
given to them and they were to decide to remove 
them the salvage, if they did the work at their 
leisure, would be considerable. So if the di- 
rectors wete to hand over the buildings and 
$450,000 to the Commissioners the latter 
would do a fine stroke of business. At whose 
expense? At that of the Columbian Museum,

When Controller Wetherel! returns from a pleas- 
ure trip to New York Mr. Barrett says he may 
get time to figure out how many people receive 
salaries ott of the public taxes. 

This is a scandalous state of affairs which

bright, active clerk within forty-eight hours 


can ascertain just how many men are on the: 


pay-roll, who they are, and what they are sup- 
posed to be doing. It will not take the Mayor 
himself forty-eight hours thereafter to ascer- 
tain how many of the men whose names sre 
on the pay-roll should be stricken off. The 
state of affairs in the Controller’s office is ab- 
surd, As Ald, McGillen said in the Council 
Monday, it is useless to ask for definite and 
reliable information in that office. The offi- 
cials there live entirely in the past. The sys- 
tem of accounts is involved and antiquated. 
The city has grown away from Mr. Barrett 
and his associates. A new order of things is 
needed, Acting Mayor Swift realizes this 
and he ought to act accordingly. It is useless 
and hopeless to look to Mr. Barrett to make 
a clear presentation of the condition of the 
city finances. . 


For many years leading men in the trade 
contended that it would be impossible to grade 
rice satisfactorily and for this reason it was 
handled in separate parcels at great expense 
a compared with equal quantities of grain. 
Somebody has discovered that this was a mis- 
take and a rice elevator has been built in New 
Orleans. The rice is taken there in carload 
lots, dumped, cleaned, weighed, and auto- 
matically assorted into some six grades by 
means of delicate machinery. It is then 
loaded into sacks, which are delivered on the 
warehouse floor ready for market. It seems 
the trade not yet has learned how to dispense 
with bagging, but if they have discovered a 
method by which the rice can be graded auto- 
matically in this respect they have taken an 
important step ahead of those who handle 
grain and deal in it. What a vast amount of 
grumbling would be avoided by the introduc. 
tion of a similar process in this city! There 
would be no need to appeal to a committee 
from she judgment of the individual inspector, 
no occasion for the trade to rise up in arms 
because of fear that a new administration at 
Springfield would caus¢ an important change 
in the grade standards, and no chance for the 
practice of certain irregularities which it is 
alleged have been practiced at more than one 
public elevator. Besides all that the auto- 
matic process should be cheaper than the 
present one, very much so, and would not 
that be a great advantage? 


Aurnovan the Democratic local bosses are 
fighting and telling the truth about one another 
now they will be found working together for 
the Democratic nominee .for Mayor next 
month. The Republican managers may as 
well understand that. They must not take 
comfort from Democratic bickerings, but 
must work to win.

DENOUNCES THE FRENCH MINISTRY. 


Lockroy, Radical Republican, Says Premier 
Dupuy’s Program Is Impossible. 
Paris, Nov. 23.--M. Loctroy, Radical Re- 
publican, opened the debate in the Chamber 
of Deputies today on the government's de- 
mand for a vote of confidence. He described

ing a policy that would lead to an explosion 
of revolutionary socialism. A sound policy 
was impossjble with a heterogeneous ministry, 
the aim of which was to compel the absence 
of a program by flaunting the spectre of in- 
ternational socialism. 

At this point MM. Jourdeasand Baudin, So- 
cialists, rose yelling wildly. J. Lescanal, 
Union Republican, also interrupted, saying, 
“There are anti-patriots in the Chamber.”’ 
This caused an uproar, and M. Lockroy left 
the tribune amid the applause of the Ex- 
tremists and’ Radicals. None of the other 
members applauded. 

M. Barthou, imperial anti-progressist, fol- 
lowed M. Lockroy. He asked M. Peytral. 
Minister of Finance, to explain his change of 
frout on the income tax question. 

Continuing, M. Barthou denounced the So. 
cialists and griticised their program. ‘What 
the country needed, he said, was practical re- 
form and not fantasticdreams. M. Chautems 
appealed verbosely to the Republicans to 
unite againet the Socialists, who menaced the 
republic. M. Deschanel spoke in support of 
Premier Dupuy’s program. The Chamber 
adjourned until Saturday. 


LIVES LOST IN THE GREAT STORM. 


Two Hundred and Thirty-seven Persons 
Drowned—Liability Bill Debate. 


Loxpow, Nov. 23.—Questions were asked in 
the House of Commons today regarding the 
loss of life during the recent gales. A. J. 
Mundella, President of the Board of Trade, 
said along the British ‘and Irish coasts 237 
persons were lost. The coast guard lifeboats 
had saved 505 lives, and the National Life- 
boat Institute claimed its boats had saved 
102. 

Herbert Asquith, Home Secretary, moved 
the third reading of the employers’ liability 
bill, 

Joseph Chamberlain opposed the bill as 
being a mischievous one for what it did and 
for what it left undone. The principle exist- 
ing in the act was pressure that ought not to 
be put upon employers except in matters they 
could control. The bill penalized them in 
respect to cases where they had no discretion. 
With regard to contracting out of the act it 
was undeniable that the men believed that 
existing insurance schemes wovld give some- 
thing better than the bill. They only asked 
to be left alone. 

The employers’ liability bill passed the 
third reading this evening without division of 
the House. 

Blue Book en Bering Sea Arbitration. 


A British blue book concerning the Bering 
Sea arbitration came out today. The only 
new documents are notes of minor im- 
portance exchanged by Charles H. Tupper, 
British agent, and John W. Foster, the 
American agent. In one of these notes 
Mr. Foster denies that the queés- 
tion of expense caused his withdrawal from 
the joint arrangement for daily shorthand re- 
ports of the proceedings. Mr. Foster gave 
as his sole reason for the withdrawal the fact 
that the United States counsel found the re- 
ports so incorrect as to be useless, while the 
burden of revisioh would have been an in- 
tolerable tax upon the time of the Americans. 
Mr. Foster cleared up this matter because 
the London dailies made such misleading 


‘statements as to the action of the Americans. 


Matabele War at an End. 


A dispatch from Cape Town says the Mata- 
bele regiments have been completely broken 
up. King Lobengula has fied northward in 
the direction of the Zambesi River. The dis- 
patch concludes by declaring the war between 
the Matabele and the British South African 
company is over. 

The Misses Fuller at London. 

B. Fuller Smith, accompanied by Miss 
Catharine Fuller and Miss Jane Fuller, daugh- 
ters of the Chief Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, arrived in London today.

MUST FIGHT IT OUT IN MOROCCO. 


Muley Araaf Has No Instructions Regard- 
ing Indemnity for Spain. 

Maprip, Nov. 23.—The latest news from 
Tangier scatters all hope of a speedy settle- 
ment with Morocco. It is said Muley Araaf 
has received no instructions from the Sultan 
in regard to indemnity, and it is doubt- 
ful if he has influence enough to induce the 
Riffs to stop hostilities. He is accompanied 
by Sid Gharnet, the Moorish Foreign Minis- 
ter, who is supposed to be friendly to Spain. 
The orders to Gen. Macias. commander at 
Melilla, to advance upon the Riffs have been 
renewed. The divergence’ of opinion in the 
Cabinet increases.

MELLO {N A BAD FIX. 


THE BRAZILIAN ADMIRAL LOSES ONE 
OF HIS BEST BOATS. 


Shots from the Loyal Forts Sink the In- 
surgent Ironclad JavarayeIt Is Be- 
lieved if the Rebels Now Try to Leave 
the Harbor of Rio Janeiro Their Whole 
Fleet, with the Possible Exception of 
the Aquidaban, Will Be Sunk Peixoto 


Has Plenty of Funds, 
‘ [SPECIAL CABLE.1 

Monxrevipeo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Nov. 23.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett. ]—An official telegram has been 
received, signed by the loyal Admiral, Gou- 
calves, reporting the sinking of the rebel 
iron clad Javary. The ship was struck by 
a shell from Fort San Joan, off Nic- 
theroy, and sank almost immedi- 
ately. The first reports announced 
that allon board the Javary were drowned, 
but later dispatches announce that all were 
saved. dthad been used by Admiral Mello 
as a floating fortress. Its machinery had 
been disabled and was being repaired. It 
is not stated how m@hy were aboard 
when it went down. The Javary wasa large, 
powerful vessel, built in the Mediterranean 
in 1876. It had two revolving towers, armed 
with four Worts cannon, each throwing 840 
pounds of steel. Its armor plates were 
twelve inches thick and those on the turrets 
sixteen inches in thickness. 

News as late as Nov. 17 has, been received, 
indicating that the situation is changing in 
favor of Mello, It appears that the insurgents 
have succeeded in seizing two vessels at Per- 
nambuco which had arr!ved there for Peixoto. 
This caused an immediate declaration of 
martial law in that State. 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—The Brazilian Legation 
in this city has received a dispatch from Rio 
Janeiro, dated yesterday, saying the insurgent 
warship Javary had been sunk by the Nic- 
theroy battery. The crew of the vessel went 
down with the ship. TheJavary was an iron 
turret ship of 3,640 tons displacement. It 
was 240 feet long, 58 feet beam, and drew 
eleven feet four inches of water. Its engines 
were of 2,500 horse-power. It carried four 
twenty-one-ton guns besides an auxiliary bat- 
terv. . 

Wasarnxoton, D. C., Nov. 23.—The follow- 
ing brief cablegram has been received by 
Acting Secretary McAdoo contirming the 
news of the sinking of the insurgent monitor 
Javary:

Is A GREAT LOSS TO MELLO. 


Not Likely the Rebels Can New Leave the 
Harbor. 

New Yorx, Nov. 23.—Brazilian Minister 
Mendonca, who is now in this city, spoke as 
follows today concerning the sinking of the 
monitor Javary in the harbor of Rio 
Janeiro: 

Its importance lies in the fact that the Javary 
was the second best vessel in the possession of 
Mello. The sunken monitor has been doing most 
of the destruction in the City of Nietheroy. The 
Javary was the consort of thé monitor Soli- 
moes, which was lost over @& year ago on 
the coast of Uruguay. Both the Javary and the 
Solimoes were built in France on the most im- 
proved pattern. They were heavily armored and 
were splendid vessels. A dispatch to the Lon- 
don Times from Rio, dated Nov. 17 and published 
in the New York papers this morning, said the 
heaviest gun at San Joan had been dismounted. 
It was also said Mello’s forces had captured Fort 
Lage. If the heaviest gun of the fortress San 
Joan has becn dismantled, it is evident that the 
smaller ones have been sufficient to send to the 
bottom a vess0l second only to the Aquidaban 
and carrying heavier guns than the latter. The 
Lage barbette fortress standing on a rock in the 
harbor is of little importance except on ac- 
count of its central position. The work 
by San Joan shows that even the Aqui- 
daban will not be safe should it 
attempt to leave Rio harbor by 
running between the forts. It .would have to 
pass almost directly beneath Fort Santos, and 
though its deck is a sloping one, like most mod- 


' ern. men-of-war, itis not protected as are ite sides. 


A terrific rain of projectiles could be hurled down 
upon it. Besides the guns in the fort’s barbettes 
there are mortars, and even dynamite couid be 
brought into play. Though not @ military ex- 
pert. I do not think with the crippled condition 
of its machinery it could successfully run the 
forts. It could pass ali but the Santa Cruz, but 
would be sunk by the latter. In regard to the 
statement in a London dispatch that the financial 
position of the Government of Brazil is difficult, 
as the Treasury is empty, I would say that the 
Treasury cannot easily be emptied 
with $5,000,000 each month coming 
into it from the custom-house from 
coffee and other exports upon which there is a 
duty. -The coffee cxports have not been material- 
ly interfered with. Why, it has taken but about 
a week's revenue, say $1,500,000 of the custom- 
house at Rio, to pay for the ontire fleet fitted out 
at New York. 

As to the intention of Mello to take a vote in 
regard to the restoration of a monarchy he could 
have made an appeal to the country without 
having gone into rebellion at the elections to have 
been held Oct. 3, but which have been postponed. 
The America will leave its dock tomorrow morning 
and will sail for Brazil in the evening. During 
the afternoon I will be present at the ceremony 
of raising the Brazilian flag. Itis untrue, as re- 
ported, that either the Nictheroy or America will 
sail for France instead of the South. 

The Herald has received the following from 
the Brazilian Minister of Foreign Affairs: 

R10, Nov. 23.—The ironclad Javary, rebel ship, 
carrying their heaviest artillery, was sunk thi¢ 
afternoon in the port by loyal Fort Sao Joan (St. 
John). The northern column of the army, which 
operates in Santa Catarina under command of 
Gen. Argolo, destroyed the rebel forces, which 
lost guns, carriages, munitions, and horses, leav- 


ing many dead and wounded. 


MEXICAN REBELS STILL ACTIVE. 


Suspected Persons, It Is Said, Are Sum- 
marily Executed Every Night, 
[SPECIAL CAML.) 

Crupap Juarez, Mex., via Galveston, Tex., 
Nov. 23.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.|—Activity is still manifest in 
military circles, but no authentic news has 
reached here from the scene of disturbance. 
The roads are picketed, and travelers can 
neither come nor go. The local press has been 
“called dowa,” and the Mexican officials, 
while not exercising a full censorship of press 
dispatches, are preventing any news from 
being sent out on the ground that it keeps up 
excitement and informs the public of what is 
really transpiring, something they want sup- 
pressed. The revolutionisfs are still active, 
and-in the streets of El Paso, Tex., 
are hundreds of strange Mexicans, who 
gather in groups and confer mysteriously. 
Constant requests are made on Texas author- 
ities for the arrest of Mexicans. supposed to 
be in sympathy with Perez and his followers, 
but none are being made, as thereis no evi- 
dence of their having violated the neutrality 
laws. Federal troops are doinga great deal 
of scouting but no fighting, being afraid 
to encounter the revolutionists in their 
strongholds. Stragglers are summarily ex- 
ecuted. But notevéha record is made of 
their taking-off. The officers deny all 
knowledge of these executions, but the revo- 
lutionists assert that it is a nightly occurrence 
to take out and shoot suspects. The El Paso 
newspapers have been called on by the 
Mexican Consul, and requested to suppress all 
news of a revolutionary character. The 
government of the State of Guerrero pro- 
claimed amnesty Tuesday last to all in- 
surgents surrendering themselves within five 
days. 

Santa Fa, N. M., Nov. 23.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Thornton today received a letter from 
Secretary Gresham that Minister Romero 
had complained that a posse was organ- 
izing near Silver City, WN. M., to 
join the Chihuahua rebela in Mexico. 
In accordance with this Gov. Thornton ud- 
dressed Sheriffs Laird of Grant County and 
Lohman of Dona Anna County requesting 
them to use all efforts to prevent any unlaw- 
ful assemblages in their counties and to see to 
it that the neutrality laws are not violated as 
“paaty. Ic Mae een

IN URUGUAY. 


JUSTIFI“ES THE USE OF EXPLOSIVES. 
Louise Michel Says It Is the Most Clement 
Means to Extend Awarchy. 

Lonpox, Nov. 23.—An interview was had 
today with Louise Michel, the notorious 
French female Anarchist, in regard to the 
Barcelona outrage and anarchism in general. 
She declared the throwing of the bombs in the 
Lyceum Theater at Barcelona sprang from 
the blood of Pallas, the man who attempted 
to assassinate Gen. Martinez Campos. She 
added that increasing poverty and the severer 
means of repression that had been adopted by 
the authorities warranted more terrible means 
of defense. 

With reference to the European internation- 
al agreement for the suppression of anarch- 
ism and Anarchists she said the whole thing 
was worthy only of demsion. The same thing 
had been tried before. Wholesale arrests 
helped the cause. Explosions formed the 
best and most clement means for extending 
the propaganda. The number killed by ex- 
plosions was always less in proportion than 
the good done. The French measures against 
Anarchists, she declared, were the most re- 
pressive owing to the government blockheads. 
Bombs had not recently been. used in the 
United States because that country was young: 
er and the evils there had not become firmly 
rooted. These evils did not need violence to 
cure them. The Anarchist cause in the United 
States was in a flourishing condition. 

The execution in Chicago of the men con- 
victed of connection with the famous hay- 
market affair had converted more persons to 
anarchism than thousands of speeches could 
have done. The attempt to blow up the Nel- 
son monument in Montreal was in no way 
connected with the Anarchists of that city. 
She concluded by saying that Morocco now 
furnishes an instance of the oppressed fight- 
ing against vicious powers, Louise Michel 
will shortly publish a book,a translation of 
the French, the title of which is ‘‘ A Red Cent- 
ury.”’ 

A dispatch from Algiers says the police 
there recently learned that Anarchists were 
using that city and the surrounding villages as 
bases for spreading their pernicious doctrines. 
The meeting place of the conspirators was 
soon unearthed and the police made a raid 
upon it. They secured a large number of 
pamphlets and documents, a perusal of which 
revealed the fact that the Anarchists were en- 
gaged. in a widespread conspiracy. It was 
gleaned from the dotuments that the gang 
had a branch organization at the village of 
Husseindey, and a search was made there. 
The police made a most important haul of 
dangerous material. Several loaded bombs 
of the most dangerous kind were found, to- 
gether with a large quantity of dynamite and 
other explosives. 

Threats have frequently been madé to blow 
up the French courts and also the mosque in 
which Moorish and Arab civil cases are heard. 


NO STATEMENT OF THE BANK’S LOSS. 


It Is Said Privately It Will Not Exceed - 
$125,000—Rumors About May. 

Loyxvox, Nov. 23,—Frank May, formerly 
cashier of the Bank of England, finally sev- 
ered his connection with the bank Saturday 
under the sanction of the directors. His non- 
appearance at his usual post revived the sub- 
siding rumors concerning his withdrawal and 
created others, the most sensational of which 
was that he had committed suicide. For two 
days the directors were pestered by a stream 
of inquirers who asked for information re- 
garding Mr. May, his debts, etc. The direc- 
tors held a special meeting yesterday and de- 
cided not to issue an official statement. 
The directors privately stated that the 
resignation of Mr. May was due to his induc- 
ing the bahk to engage in transactions that 
did not accord with its traditions. It is prob- 
able the loss incurred will not exceed $125,- 
000, and it may be leas, but it was the breach 
of principle that brought Mr. May before the 
directors. The ex-cashier acts as though he 
had nothing on his conecience. He visits his 
business friends and is cordially received by 
them. 


ENGLAND MAY ANNEX SAMOA, 


Syndicate Forming to Acquire Commercial 
Supremacy=Novelist Stevenson IIl. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 23.—The Samoan 
Herald says a syndicate has been organized 
in Australia, with Sir Robert Stout at its 
head, to purchase the plantations and other 
property of the Deutschen Hendeis und Plan- 
tagen Gesellschaft in Samoa. The paper says: 

The estate of the German firm practically con- 
stitutes almost the entire German interest in the 
country. If the firm which has made and con- 
trolled so much of Samoan history should with- 
draw ahd its place be taken by an English colo- 
nial company or syndiwate English interests and 
influence would so enormously increase as to 
dwarf into utter insignificance all others, and 
there is little doubt that snch an acquisition 
would bring annexation within measurable dis- 
tance. 

When the Alameda arrived at Apia, Samoa, the 
first message sent on board was a request from 
Robert Louis Stevenson for a block ofice. It 
was the middle of the Samoan summer and the 
novelist was sick. He had just recovered from a 
severe attack of measles, which ‘disease is now 
epidemic in the South Sea Islands, but when@on- 
valescent he was taken with what the officers of 
the steamer assert to be whooping cough. When 
the Alameda sailed he was considered to be in a 
precarious condition. 

More tronble is likely to occur between the 
factions of the natives at any time. The de- 
portation of Mataafa has by no means quieted the 
Samoans and the foreign residents are united in 
demanding that all natives bedisarmed.

Beriix, Nov. 23.—The debate on the com- 
mercial treaties recently negotiated by Ger- 
manyewith several of the European powers 
came up in the Reichstag today, and afforded 
an opportunity to the leaders of the agrarians 
to attack the government on its commercial 
policy. Count von Limburg and Baron von 
Stumm assailed the government with vigor, 
and declared it must notice the demands made 
by the agrarians,on whom the government 
depended for support and protection. Baron 
Marechal! Bieberstein, Imperial Foreign Min- 
ister, replied to the attacks. He said Count 
von Limburg had no data on which to base 
his criticism, and that ha,was prompted solely 
by persona! reasons to attack the government. 
The Minister read figures to show that the 
German exports to Austria had largely in- 
creased in 1893.

FIFTH ANNUAL DIOOBSAN FESTIVAL 
AT THE AUDITORIUM. 


Immense Audience of Retatives and Friends 
of the Participants and Other Lovers 
of Music=Six Hundred Voices in the 
Choirs Represented=Bishop McLaren 
Makes an Eloquent Address-on the Ex- 
alted Worship in Song — Choice Pro- 
gram Rendered in a Satisfactery Manner. 


The fifth annual festival of the Chicago 
Diocesan Choir Association was held at the 
Auditorium last night. Twenty choirs aggre- 
gating 600 voices were represented on the 
stage.

Bishop MecLaren’s Address, 


Nearly all the boxes and three-fourths of 
the seats in the parquet and balconies were 
filled. The stately homes on the avenues 
were liberally represented. After the first part 
of the musical program the venerable Bishop 
McLaren addressed the audience, saying in 
substance:

HENRY FISH & SONS OLEARED OF 
OHARGE OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Judge Blanchard Instructs the Jury to 
Find for the Defendants After Ruling 
to Exclude from Its Consideration All 
Evidence Relating to Guaranteed Lia- 
bilities=Arguments Made by Attorneys 
on the Bank Statutes of the State of 
IilMinois—Scene in the Court Room.

bank. The court may hold upon the evidence 
that it was not a savings bank, orif it does, that 
the guarantees of the Joliet Enterprise com- 
pany’s paper did not jeopardize the savings. The 
motion is equivalent to the disposition of the 
whole case. Ifitis necessary to have an execu- 
tion returned with no property found in order to 
prove insolvency that cannot be done, because it 
already has been shown in the testimony that 
there is property in the hands of the assignes. 
The banker must know whether or not. his bank 
was solvent, and if he received a deposit knowing 
the bank to be insolvent, then heis guilty under 
the law no-matter if he did not mean to defraud, 
but hoped to pull through and pay all demands. 

The court internypted to say that he agread 
with counsel that the Legislature assumed 
that the banker was bound to know whether 
his bank was solvent or insolvent. 

Mr. Brown said further: 

The purpose of the law is to make bankers 
more careful. No intent to defraud is necessary 
to constitute the crime of embezzlement under 
the statute. In this case we did not find the 


assets where the assets of careful bankers would 
be found. We found them in the shape of a sim- 
ple claim against a commercial enterprise—more 
than $200,000 of them. The State charges no 
intent to defraud ; it does not think it necessary

under the statute. The defendants have not 
only risked the money of others, they had lent 
their own credit to the extent of more than 
$200,000. If this condition of things had been 
known depositors would not have risked their 
money in the bank. The gist of the offense was 
in the receipt of deposits when the bank 
was known to be insolvent. They say, 
if let alone- we can pay every dollar. 
We cannot wait; that has nothing to do with 
the question of insolvency. We say the true rule 
is to set up the liabilities, then offset the assets 
and see if they balance. If the assets are not 
equal to the liabilities then the defendants are 
insolvent. This question must be submitted to 
the jury. Itis the only way the State has in its 
power to show the insolvency of defendants. 
The crime is consummated atthe time the bank 
takes in adeposit when in a condition of in- 
solvency. 
Rights of Preferred Creditors. 

State’s-Attorney Akin based his argument 
upon the construction of Sec. 4, referred to 
by Capt. Hill. Mr. Akin said in substance: 

It is clearly the intent of the Legislature to 
protect all classes of depositors whether 
savings depositors or not. The law also 
provides that savings banks shall not~ lend 
money to their officers; this 
done by the Stone City Bank.

SUNSET OLUB AT A DINNER ENJOYS 
A LIVELY DISOUSSION. 


Dr. H. W. Thomas'Is the Leader in the 
DebateHe Declares His Belief in the 
Law of Right as the Governing Infiu- 
ence in Public Sentiment=—C, 8S. Darrow 
Declares the Inalienable Right of Men 
to Hold and Advocate Their Personal 
Views=—Speech by Edgar Bancroft. : 

Public opinion is more than an impres- 
sion and Jess than positive knowledge. Tyr- 
anny is arbitrary rule that offers no reason 
for its acts,” 

This is the definition given by Dr. Thomas 
in opening a lively discussion last night be- 
fore the Sunset club upon the subject: ‘“‘The 
Tyranny of Public Opinion.” It was the 
second meeting of the club this season and 
brought out over 200 men interested in mat- 
ters of public concern. They met in the 
ladies’ ordinary of the Grand Pacific Hotel at 
6 o’clock, and before entering upon the even- 
ing’s discussion enjoyed a somewhat elaborate 
dinner. 

Interest was comiderably heightened be- 
cause of an announcement previously made 
that Samuel Fielden would be there and take 
part in the discussion. But in this regard the 
elub was disappointed, Mr. Fielden failed to 
put in an appearance. Dr. E. O. Brown of- 
ficiated as Chairman of the the evening. 
The speakers were: The Rev. Dr. 
Thomas, Davjd J. Wile. Gen. Wool- 
folks, George D. Braham, Dr. Joseph 
Zeisler, J. L. Mann, H. F. Hatch, Z. 8S, Hol- 
brook, C. S. Darrow, Julius Stern, S. 5S. 
Gregory, E. A. Bancroft, Prof. H. B. Bemis. 
John Z White, and Leon Hornstein. Their 
treatment of the subject under consideration 
took a widerange, It called up recorded 
acts of tyrariny either from law, public opin- 
ion, or any other cause ia all ages. 

Dr. Thomas Begins the Debate. 
Dr. Thomas was introduced as the speaker 


selected to open and close the argument. He 
began his remarks with the statement quoted 


above and in part said: 

Public opinion mey be located by the sources 
of evidence aud marked by the sentiment with 
which it travels.. A tyrant is one who rules arbi- 
trarily; whois expected to give mo reason for 
what he does. is responstble only to himself, and 
does not hold himself to responsibility. This 
frrouesee: disposition may A to excess in things 

t are right aswell as things that are wrong. 
Public opinion is o a number of in- 
dividuals haying the same opinion that 
gives it weight. If a man knows what 
is right, what should be right, then pel ublic 
opinion can be called tyrannical if it ex- 
pression of the necessary. Certain things are 
right and it is not a tyranny when matter is em- 
bodied by civil laws. Sofar as public opinion 
aaprenees the public conscience of right it is not 

ranny upon any individual who wants to 
fight. It is public opinion that strengthens and 
on and consummates all the great moral 
reforms; and with a ri ht public opinion that 
community in which it exists is strong and glow- 


David J. Wile seid that in every age and 
country insane majorities have been found to 
sanction injustice. He argued that for that 
reason public opinion was not always right, 
and that it was tyrannical. It was public 
ee that gave the hemlock to Sovrates; it 

ublic opinion that destroyed Galileo, 
bene that crucified the Christ, and directed the 
guillotine in the French Revolution. 

Gen. Woolfolk was sarcastic in his arraign- 
ment of public opinion. He called attention 
to the fact that three years ago public opinion 
was against the McKinley tariff bill, and in 
the defeat of the supporters of that bill the 

people said it wasdead. ‘‘We had an elec- 
tion the other week “ which I was not aware,

Need Not Fear Public Opinion, 


George Braham declared that public opin- 
ion had no terrers for anybody but criminals 
and politicians. In meeting it they sometimes 
have cause to complain of its tyranny. 

Dr. Joseph Zeisler advanced the thought, as 
it occurred to him, that public opinion is cre- 
ated and swayed thing by = ‘newspapers. 
As a_ general their expres- 
sions are accepted by men and be- 
come public opinion. This was often 
tyrannical, and, in support of his state- 
ment, he instanced the story of the haymarket 
riot and the criticisms heaped upon Gov. 
Altgeld for pardoning three of the men con- 
nected with that affair. He thought that in 
the main public opinion was nearly always on 
the right side of movements that affected the 
welfare of the country or community. 

Joseph L. Mann suid in part: 

Public opinion is sound when well informed. 
The great difficulty is that conclisions are 
formed upon insufficient information. The pub- 
lic press is always 4s well informed as the men 
who produce public utterances, but 
no better. This would be different if 
the information was always correct. But 
is is often absolutely wrong. We are 
all creatures of impd@lse, man’s intuitions are 
generally wrong, and there is no more unsafe 
tribunal than public opinion. It justified slav- 
ery, it justifies polygamy in Utah and burned the 
witches in New England. It has been the cause 
of all public crime. 

Majority inthe Right. 


H. F. Hatch put this question: “ If public 
opinion is not the safest guide, what justifica- 
tion can _be found for our system of govern- 
ment?’’ He thought the opinion of a majori- 
ty of the people is more likely to be right 
than the opinion of the minority. 

Z. S. Holbrook denounced anarchy and so- 
cialism as dangerous to a free government 
and declared that whenever anarchy asserted 
itself the Anarchists would find out what pub- 
lic opinion was and that Americans would 
treat them with a dose of hemp. 

C. 8S. Darrow avowed himself a Socialist 
and asserted that this country had guaranteed 
considerable freedom of thinking, some free- 
dom of speech, and a limited amount of 
freedom to act. He was opposed to giving a 
dose of hemp to any man for teaching what 
he believed. He defined liberty as asserted 
by Mr. Holbrook to do what one pleases and to 
object to that which the other fellow dces. If 
liberty meant simply the right to obey the 
law, then the fullest liberty existed in Rus- 
sia. He said the men who conferred 
the greatest blessing upon humanity had been, 
the men to give their lives condemning the 
law. Thesonsof the American revolution, 
who, Mr, Holbrook declared, were ready to ad- 
minister the dose of hemp, he said, would be 
dead and forgotten while John Brown’ 8 mem- 
ory would be revered the world over. 

ar Bancroft, replying to Mr. Durrow, 
said it was the public opinion that Garrison 
and Phillips appealed to, and which repealed 
the laws that they denounced. His definition 
of liberty was to have the opportunity to do 
what is right; and - ublic opinion is safe be- 
cause it has done all that has been done and 
because the majority of men in this country 
seek that which is right. 

Prof. Bemis extolled public opinion for 
what it had done and predicted still greater 
reform would be accomplished through it. He 
declared that public opinion in Chicago was 
necessary to overthrow the rotten system of 
assessment of taxable property and to forbid 
the speculative issue of stock by semi-cor- 
porations such as street car and gas com- 
panies. He believed that public opinion was 
being rapidly crystallizel in favor of the 
initiative and the referendum in the govern- 
ment of the nations, States, and municipali- 
ties. 

Dr. Thomas closed the evening’s discussion 
with a review of thesalient points in the ar- 
gument and asserting that in public opinion 
as weil as in the miaeeeial world there was one 
law governing, and that was the law of right.

WANT IT IN THE POOL. 


OHIOAGO GREAT WESTERN NOT IN 
EMIGRANT AGREEMENT. 


Managers of Other Roads Try Persuasive 
Powers Without Avail — Minneapolis 
and St. Louis Read Trying to. Effect a 
Settlement with the Rock Island—Chi- 
eago and Alton Shortens Time—Incor- 
poration of a New Illinois Road=—Du- 
luth Millers Want Lower Fiour Rates. 


The strongest pressure was brought to bear 
upon President Egan of the Chicago Great 
Western railway to induce him to join the 
proposed emigrant clearing-house or pool at 
New York for the equitable division of immi- 
grant traffic between the various roads, but 
thus far Mr. Egan has shown no 
signs of weakening. He informed the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents yesterday morning that 
he could not consistently join the proposed 
pool. He had thoroughly looked into the 
matter and found that not only would it in- 
volve his company in an expense for which it 
would get no return whatever, but it might 
lead to expensive litigation, inasmuch as the 
legality of such a pool might be questioned. 
He could not see how in any possible manner 
his company could be benefited by joining 
in a division of business agreement 
when it was positively known that 
the Union Pacific had already contracted 


for a large proportion of the traffic of next. 


year, that the Burlington had contracts with 
Cook & Sons and Gaze & Co. which it refuses 
to abrogate, and other roads had agents in the 
East and elsewhere making arrangements for 
the business. Under no circumstances, he 
said, would his company cut rates or resort 
to illegitimate practices, and it the other 
roads thought it necessary to form sucha 
combination he could not see why 
they could not do 60 without 
the Chicago Great Western. His road 
was no more a factor in the matter than 
the Union Pacific, and they were trying to go 
ahead without that company. 

Strong efforts were made to convince Mr. 
Egan that his fears were, groundless and that 
the roads, including his own. woultl be greatly 
benefited by the establishment of the proposed 
clearing-house in New York. All sorts of 
promises were made to him if he would 
allow the Chicago Great Western to 
hecome a member of the pool. His sugges- 
tion as to who should be the managers 
of the proposed clearing-house would be 
heeded and he would be given representation 
on the Advisory committee if desired. 

Mr. Egan might have retreated from his 
position had there been less anxiety shown to 
force his road into the combination, but as it 
was he began to see a ** colored gentleman in 
the woodpile,” confirming his previous suspi- 
cion that the whole object was to 
place his road in a disadvantageous posi- 
tion. When the General Passenger Agents 
found that Mr. Egan’s views could be changed 
by them, word was sent quietly to the Gen- 
eral Managers of the various roads with the 
request that they try their persuasive powers 
with Mr. Egan. Subsequently the General 
Managers of the principal roads appeared in 
Mr. Fgan’s office and used all the eloquence 
at their command to convince Mr, Egan that 
his position wasa false one and that great 
benefit would to his and ail 
the other roads the pool was 
formed. They tried to impress him with 
the assertion that the financial world would. 
receive a shock by the refusal of the Great 
Western to join the pool for which the Chicago 
Great Western would be held responsi- 
ble. This assertion made Mr. Egan smile, as 
he could not see how such an insignificant part 
of the railroad’s revenue as that derived from 
the immigrant traffic from New York 
to different ints in the ‘West and 
Northwest could possibly cavse a finan- 
cial panic. He thought his company had 
far more to lose by joining the sf pool 
under existing circumstances than. to in. 
He gave the managers’ delegation but little 
encouragement, but said that he would give 
the matter further consideration and make a 
formal answer this ging 

The pesition taken by President n is 
generally commended by disinterested par- 
ties. But few people have an idea that a pool 
of that kind, with the Union Pacific entirely out 
and the Burlington an exceedingly lukewarm 
supporter, could be maintained for two 
months. It is believed to be merely an at- 


tempt on the part of the strong lines to secure 


an advantage over the weak ones which had 
heretofore to depend greatly on the emigrant 
traffic to secure a fair proportion of the pas- 
senger business. It would, it is claimed, 

lace the Chicago Great Western in a particu- 
arly awkward pogition and cause an estrange- 
ment between it and the Canadian Pacific, 
with which it is now in _  exceeding- 
Jy friendly relations and with whic 
it interchanges considerable business. Many 
of the foreign shareholders in the Canadian 
Pacific are also interested in the Chicago 
Great Western and they would not look with 
favor upon any action of that road that 
would indicate hostility towards the Canadi- 
an Pacific. 

The report that W. R. Busenbark had been 
elected chairman of the proposed clearing 
house is, of course, without foundation, inas- 
muchas the agreement for the formation of the 
cleuring-house has not yet beenadopted. Mr, 
Busenbark’s name had been mentioned for 
the position but was not proposed in the 
meeting. It is understood that Mr. Busen- 
bark is not a candidate for the position, and 
it would not be accepted by him if offered, as 
he is said to have perfected arrangements to 
enter in commercial pursuits in this city in a 
short time. There is but iittle prospect at 
— for anybody to get the position of 

hairman of the proposed clearing-house at 
New York. 


WANT TO SETTLE WITH ROCK ISLAND 


Minneapolis and St. Louis People Trying 
to Adjust Their Affairs, 

President Cable and other officials of the 
Rock Island are in New York trying to adjust 
the company’s claims against the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis railroad company. About ten 
years ago the Rock Island railroad company 
advanced the Minneapolis and St. Louis sev- 
eral millions of dollars, for which it received 
equipment bonds of the latter, which it yet 
holds. About a year ago the Minneapolis and 
St. Louis was placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, President Truesdale bemg appointed 
to that position. The bondholders of the road 
are anxious to reorganize it, but cannot do so 
without first making a settlement with the 
Rock Island. The Minneapolis and St. Louis 
company is willing to refund the money ad- 
vanced by the Rock Island, but the latter de- 
mands principal and interest in full on the 
equipment bonds it holds. Unless a settle- 
ment is made with the Rock Island the latter 
is almost certain to secure control of the road. 
The Minneapolis and St. Louis runs from 
Albert Lea to Minneapolis, and forms the 
Minneapolis end of the Rock Island’s Albert 
Lea Route, which is composed of the Rock 
Island, Burlington, Cedar Rapids and North- 
ern, and Minneapolis and St. Louis roads, 
Whatever may be the outcome of the pending 
negotiations the Rock Island will no doubt re- 
tain an interest in the road. 


Chicago and Alton Changes Time,
